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SCHOOLS MUST CO OPERATE 
TO GET SHARE OF MILLION 
DOLLAR APPROPRIATION 
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OIL MILL WILL CRUSH 
PEANUTS AS EXPERIMENT 


We are informed that 
.schools 
must meet the following require­ 
ments to get a share in the mil­ 
lion dollar appropriation for the 
benefit of rural schools. 
The re­ 
quirements are made so 
that a 
school will have to do its part in 
order to get its share of the mon­ 
ey and not depend entirely on the 
state for its school. Following are 
the requirements: 
1. Each school receiving state 
aid shall be well located on a plot 
of ground of not less than one 
acre, well drained and supplied 
with pure drinking water. 
2. The school house shall be er­ 
ected in accordance with the pro­ 
visions of the school house build­ 
ing law of Texas or shall meet sub­ 
stantially the requirements there­ 
of. 
3. Each school shall be provid­ 
ed with necessary 
desks, 
seats, 
blackboards, maps charts, and li­ 
brary as recommended in the 
state course of study, or as in the 
opinion of the state 
superinten­ 
dent, the school is able to pur­ 
chase. 
4. Teachers employed in such 
schools shall furnish the state su­ 
perintendent with satisfactory ev­ 
idence of professional training and 
successful experience. 
5. In order to receive state aid, 
each school must have a scholastic 
enrollment of not more than two 
hundred pupils, and at the same 
time there must 
be seventy-five 
percent of the actual enrollment in 
daily attendance. The attendance 
for the preceding year must have 
averaged fifty per cent of the to­ 
tal enrollment. 
6. The school district must have 
levied and be collected a local tax 
of not less than 50 cents on the 
$100 valuation of property. 
7. Each school shall teach in ad­ 
dition to the subjects prescribed 
by law. Elementary Agriculture 
as outlined in the state course of 
study, and the elementary princi­ 
ples of Domestic Science, includ­ 
ing sewing and cooking. 
Schools meeting the above re­ 
quirements may apply to the state 
board of education for the state 
aid on application addressed to 
the State Superintendent who is 
secretary of the board. The state 
superintendent will then send his 
personal representative to look ov­ 
er the situation and make report 
on same. It is the prfesent inten­ 
tion to require the endorsement of 
the county superintendent and the 
board of county school trustees for 
all applications for state aid be­ 
fore sending a personal represen­ 
tative to inspect the school. 
County Superintendent Jenkins 
tells us that the following are the 
schools in the county outside of 
the independent districts that levy 
the fifty cent tax. 
Whether they 
meet the other 
requirements or 
not we are unable to find out. The 
following levied a fifty-cent tax 
last year : Briar Grove, Hazeldell, 
Cathey, Ebenezer, Soda Springs, 
Lamkin, Beattie, Downing, Buf­ 
falo, Democrat, Rock Bluff. 


TO RE-ORGANIZE 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


CORPUS CHRISTI ENTER­ 
TAINS NEWSPAPER MEN 


In a conversation the first of the 
week, Mr. Coleman, manager of 
the Comanche Cotton Oil Co., told 
the editor of the Chief that his 
company was seriously considcr- 
in equipping the oil mill with ma­ 
chinery to extract the oil from pea 
nuts. 
Mr. Coleman says that he 
would like to get something like 
two or three tons of peanuts to run 
thru the mill as an experiment to 
see what they would have to have 
in the way of extra machinery, lli* 
offers to run this amount thru the 
mill and return the products all 
back to the owners except a sam­ 
ple, which he would send off to 
have tested. In this way he could 
find out how best to handle pea­ 
nuts and if they could be handled 
profitably. 
Any farmer who has some pea­ 
nuts on hand, if he will notify Mr. 
Lane of tin* Marketing Associa­ 
tion that he would like to have 
them crushed, Mr. Lane can then j 
arrange to have enough brought j 
in to make a run and find out what 
can be done. 
If the oil mill cau find a market 
for oil and can crush the peanuts 
satisfactorily, the money crop pro­ 
blem for this county will be solv­ 
ed. Peanuts make about tw’ice as 
much oil as cotton seed. The feed 
product is the best hog feed pro­ 
duced. The peanut meal produces 
a hard hog where the nut as a 
whole will not. By crushing the 
peanut and extracting the oil you 
have the oil and a better feed than 
before. A feed that will make a 
higher priced meat. 
The Association and Mr. Cole­ 
man are trying to get enough pea­ 
nuts together to make the experi­ 
ment, hut as yet they lack con­ 
siderable. Everybody w’ho has a 
few' bushels o fpeanuts will do the 
county a service by bringing them 
in to the association or to the oil 
mill so this experiment can he car­ 
ried out. 


For some time there has been 
talk of re-organizing the Chamber 
of Commerce, and steps have beenj 
taken to get the people of the towrn , 
interested. The plan is to organ- j 
ize on an economical basis 
and i 
keep up some form of central or- \ 
ganization thru which the town 
may w'ork for the good of the 
town as a whole. 
The mistakes 
of the former organization wrill be 
avoided and the new organization 
made to serve the town as a bus­ 
iness head. Also there is talk of 
supplementing the 
Chamber of 
Commerce with a Y. M. B. L.— 
Young Men’s Business League— 
which will work in conjunction 
with the Chamber of Commerce.

To Check Boll Weevil. 
To the Farmers of Comanche Co.: 
I have just been out 
in 
the 
country and examined a number 
of fields of cotton and I find that 
it is badly infested with boll weev­ 
il and I fear that unless prompt 
attention is taken by you at this 
time and folowing up that they 
will destroy a large part of your 
crop. I would, therefore, suggest 
to you to follow the instructions 
w’hich have been found to be the 
best for holding the 
weevil 
in 
check and saving the large part 
of the crop. 
The Government 
recommends 
the following: 
First—That you go out at once 
and examine, say 50 stalks of cot­ 
ton, and see the amount of damage 
done, and if you find they a re at 
work, then the following methods 
will help to reduce the number of 
weevil. If left alone they multi­ 
ply rapidly and the crop is soon 
destroyed. 
Second—Cultivate the crop as 
nearly as possible every 8 days. 
Cultivate shallow with sweeps or 
small harrow'. 
Third—Tie a brush or pole to 
the handle of your plow or culti­ 
vator in order to brush off punc­ 
tured squares and also some weev­ 
il in the hot soil and the most of 
them will be killed. 
Fourth—If you have the labor 
pick up tin* punctured squares of­ 
ten and burn them. 
A simple device 
for 
picking 
them up is a broom handle with 
several small nails driven in one 
end and sharpened so as to pick 
them up without stooping. Carry 
a small sack to empty them in and 
then burn as soon as possible. 
By this means you will soon de­ 
stroy a crop of the w’eevil and by 
keeping up the cultivation often 
and until the cotton begins to op­ 
en you can make a good crop. 
If I can be of any further ser­ 
vice to you at any time call on me.

bles for people wTho want their 
w'inter supplies canned at a rea­ 
sonable price per can, the produce 
furnished ready 
to

the canning company furnishing 
the cans. They are located back 
of the old Davis restaurant just 
north of the Star Wagon Yard.

In view' of the fact that th** bus- 
in«*NN men are overlooking the co­ 
operation with their farmers, and 
Upon reeent visits to certain towns 
in Texas I find that the diversifica­ 
tion and marketing 
associations 
are doing the most good where the 
business 
men 
co-operate 
with 
them. 
In order for you to fully 
understand my meaning, I am go­ 
ing to give you a plan that was 
used by one of the commercial 
clubs in Texas for getting the mer­ 
chants and 
farmers together in 
this work, and 1 believe that this 
plan will work in any county in 
Texas. It seems that the Kleberg 
County Commercial Club was or­ 
ganized in 1912, having in view 
the idea of getting every merchant 
and farmer in the county to join 
this elub. 
The 
principle 
thing 
thought of in 
this organization 
w’ork w'as community development 
They agreed to drop 
the words 
“ me and myself” and use the 
work “ we” instead. 
Their idea 
was to eliminate the line or har­ 
rier of distinction between the bus­ 
iness men and the farmer. To ac­ 
complish this purpose they called 
community meetings 
at 
school- 
houses and invited all farmers to 
attend. 
The president 
of 
that 
club made a speech on co-opera­ 
tion, dwelling on the point of im­ 
portance of the farmer 
and the 
merchant getting closer together, 
as their interests were identical, 
and it was their duty to do some 
ptfblie service for the good of the 
general community. The farmers 
at first did not take to this idea 
as they thought, and some of them 
expressed themselves during some 
of these meetings that the business 
men had a selfish motive in this 
matter. From the best knowledge 
we can get, the business men want­ 
ed to co-operate with the farmers 
not only in selling 
them 
their 
goods, but in helping them to dis­ 
pose of what they raised. It is an 
evident fact that a great many far­ 
mers of today have the idea that 
the business men’s organizations 
never take them into considerat­ 
ion at all, but are organized for 
their own personal gain. 
The 
reason for this feeling with the 
farmer, too many business 
men 
never have time to go out and talk 
or visit with the farmers in their 
homes. They expect the farmer to 
come into their store 
and 
buy 
their goods, paying them a profit, 
and never return the courtesy by 
a personal visit. I find that visit­ 
ing the farmer at his home, talk­ 
ing over personal conditions with 
him about his work, and compli­ 
menting just a little where he de­ 
serves it, is one of the most impor­ 
tant and best methods of advertis­ 
ing that I know of. It is very rare 
that a farmer-business 
man will 
come into your store and complain 
about service or perhaps 
some 
grievance he has, but instead he 
will go to your competitor and tell 
it to him. If the merchants of the 
town w'ould visit these farmers in 
their homes, they w'ould get in 
closer touch with them, and 
by 
that reason learn the fanners trou­ 
bles direct from him. In forming 
the marketing associations it nat­ 
urally resolves itself into one com­ 
pact body of people in the country 
both business men and farmers, 
and unless the business men of 
the town give their support both 
morally and financially 
to 
the 
work, they need not expect any 
great result in the near future. It 
takes some money to run any kind 
of an organization, and naturally 
the business man should be the one 
to furnish this money. He has a 
regular monthly income while the 
farmer has money only 
once a 
year. Therefore, if your market­ 
ing associations or any other or­ 
ganization in your county makes 
the success that it should, the mer­ 
chants of your city—through your 
commercial organization—should 
finance to a certain extent these 
local associations. 
Co-operation 
means much to every 
citizen of 
your county and it would be fine 
if your local secretary would is­ 
sue a weekly marketing bulletin, 
(or twice a month) listing such ar­ 
ticles in your local paper as the 
farmers have to buy or sell. 
In 
this w'ay many articles could be 


sold in your own county for your 
fanners without very much trou­ 
ble. 
For example, th«* merchant 
who advertise* hi-, wares always 
secures good business and the one 
who does not keeps bis goods on 
the shelf. 
\V«* would like 
very 
much to see the merchants g«*t be­ 
hind the diversification and mar­ 
keting associations in Texas giv­ 
ing them tin* support they should 
have, for on the sales of the pro­ 
ducts that th«* farmers raise the 
merchants of Texas 
will 
derive 
their revenue. 
Th«* merchants should visit the 
rural districts at 
least 
once a 
mouth each year, meeting the far­ 
mers in their own homes, offering 
to help them solve their problems 
—not only meeting the 
farmers 
themselves but the wives and fam­ 
ilies as well. 
If you will adopt 
this plan for one year, you will 
see a great increase of business 
for your local farmers and thru 
personal touch and contact much 
money that is going away from 
your city each month and year to 
other cities will remain at home. 
Personal friendship has more to 
do writh trade today than most any 
other matter. It is our earnest de­ 
sire to see every business man and 
farmer prosper in Texas, and if 
you will take this home to your­ 
selves, studying it at your leisure, 
you will be one of the many who 
will make up their mind to get 
your business men more enthused 
in helping the farmers in every 
way possible in your town 
and 
county.

.RAISE INFERTILE EGOS 


It is conservatively 
estimated 
that then* is ;in annual loss in eggs 
in this country 
of 
$45,000,000. 
Practically all of this enormous 
less is sustained by the farmers of 
this country, as it is on the gen­ 
eral farms that the great bulk of 
>*ggs is produced. A very great 
part of this loss cun be prevented 
bv the 
production 
of 
infertile 
eggs, which are laid by hens that 
do not have a male bird with them. 
The male bird has no 
influence 
whatever on the number of eggs 
laid. 
Therefore as soon as 
the 
hatching season is over the male 
should be removed from the flock. 
The greatest trouble from blood 
rings in eggs occurs in hot weath­ 
er. Special care should be given 
to the gathering and storing of 
the eggs during the late spring 
and summer months. 
At these 
times the eggs should be gathered 
a t least twice a day, placed in a 
room or cellar where tin* tem per­ 
ature does not rise above 70 F., 
and marketed two or three times 


h week. 
Blood rings are caused by the 
development of the embryo of f t 
fertile egg and 
its 
subsequent 
death. 
It is impossible to hatch 
an infertile egg or cause a blood 
ring to form in one. 
It is general­ 
ly considered that eggs become in­ 
fertile from 7 to 14 days after the 
male bird is removed from 
the 
flock. Repeated experiments have 
shown that where fertile and in­ 
fertile eggs are kept under simil­ 
a r conditions, the 
fertile 
eggs 
spoiled much quicker, due to the 
fact that they deteriorate faster 
than infertile eggs in the average 
summer 
tem perature. 
Summer 
heat has the same effeet as the hen 
or the incubator on fertile eggs. 
Sell, kill or confine the male bird 
as soon as the hatching season is 
over

Agricultural 
College. 
In 
feeding one 
hundred 
2 -year-old 
heifers in four lots, Sudan hay was 
substituted for Alfalfa in the ra ­ 
tion of one lot of twenty-five heif­ 
ers and proved as 
successful 
a 
winter feed as rough alfalfa. The 
tests shows that upland ranches 
and farms in the cattle country of 
the middle west and 
southwest 
that can not now produce alfalfa 
have a reliable drought resisting 
hay in Sudan grass.

issues that Breed Agitators Should bs 
Eliminated. 
The political agitator must be elim­ 
inated from public life before thought­ 
ful consideration can be given to a 
constructive prognwn in government. 
The liquor question is the most pro­ 
lific breeding ground for agitators and 
whether pro or anti, the hatch is 
equally as undesirable. This article 
is in no sense a discussion of the li­ 
quor question but deals solely and by 
way of illustration with the political 
products of that issue. 
Other sub­ 
jects will bo dealt with in the order 
of their importance. 
In the history of our government 
the liquor issue has never produced 
a constructive statesman worth men­ 
tioning and it never will. 
It has sent 
more freaks to Congress, Lilliputians 
to the Senate and incompetents to 
office than any other political issue 
under the sun. 
The recent experience of the Eng­ 
lish Parliament which lashed itself 
into a fury over the liquor question 
has a lesson that it is well for the 
farmers of this natien to observe; for 
the subject in some form or other is 
constantly before the public for solu­ 
tion and ofttimes to the exclusion of 
more important problems to the Amer­ 
ican plowmen. 


Too Many Political Drunkards. 
Lloyd-George, the Prohibition leader 
of Europe w ho led the prohibition fight 
in England, has declared that he wlU 
never again take a drink politically 
and there are many American politi­ 
cians—pro and anti—who w ould render 
their country a service by climbing 
on the water wagon or signing a pledge 
of political temperance. 
Too often 
our legislative balls are turned into 
political bar-rooms and many of the 
members become Intoxicated on liquor 
discussions. We have too many polit­ 
ical drunkards—pro and anti-—in our 
public affairs. No one who is a slave 
to the political liquor habit is quite 
so capable of dealing with the busi­ 
ness affairs of government as the 
sober and industrious. We have few 
public men in this day who are strong 
enough to resist the temptation of 
strong drink politically and when the 
demon Rum once becomes firmly en­ 
trenched in the mind of a politician, 
he is less capable of meeting the de­ 
mands for constructive statesmanship 
now confronting this nation. 
We have in this country too many 
red-nosed politiciane—both pro and 
anti. A candidate with political deli­ 
rium tremens, a preacher with politi­ 
cal snakes in his boots and an agitator 
drunk on the liquor question are the 
saddest sights in civilization and they 
should all be forced to take the polit­ 
ical Keeley Cure.

In transportation facllitlei 
on land we lead the world but our port 
facilities are Inadequate, and our flag 
!■ seldom seen in foreign ports. If 
our government would only divert the 
energy we have displayed in conquer­ 
ing the railroads to noasterlng tha 
commerce of the sea, a foreign bot­ 
tom would be unknown on the ocean's 
highways. 
This article will be confined to a 
discusBion of our ports for the pro­ 
ducts of the farm must pass over our 
wharfs before reaching the water. We 
have in this nation 51 porta, of which 
41 are on the Atlantic and 10 are on 
the Pacific Coast. 
The Sixty-second 
Congress appropriated over $51,000,- 
ООО for improving our Rivers and 
Harbors and private enterprise levies 
a toll of approximately 
$50.000,000 
annually In wharfage and charges for 
which no tangible service is rendered. 
The latter item should be lifted off 
the backs of the farmer of this na­ 
tion and this can be done by Congress 
directing its appropriations to ports 
that are fr^'e where vessels can tie up 
to a wharf and discharge her cargo 
free of any fee or charge. 
A free port is progress. 
It takes 
out the unnecessary link in the chain 
of transactions in commerce which 
has for centuries laid a heavy hand 
upon commerce. 
No movement is so 
heavily laden with results or will 
more widely and equally distribute 
its benefits as that of a free ¡юП 
and none can be more easily and ef­ 
fectively secured.

THE VITiL PROBLEM OF 
AGRICULTURE 


By Peter Radford. 
There Is no escaping the market 
problem and the highest development 
of agriculture will not be attained 
until It is solved, for a 
market 
is as necessary for the producer 
as land on which to grow his crop. 
Governmental and educational insti­ 
tutions have spent $180,000,000 in the 
United States during the past ten 
years for improving soil production 
and improving seeds and plants, but 
very little attention and less money 
has been given to the marketing side 
of agriculture. 
The problem is a monumental ore 
and one which will never be solved 
until it gets w'ithin the grasp of a 
gigantic organization where master 
minds can concentrate the combined 
experience and wisdom of the age 
upon it. It is a problem which tha 
farmers, merchants, bankers, editors 
and statesmen must unite in solving. 
The Farmers’ Union stands for all 
there is in farming from the most 
scientific methods of seed selection to 
the most systematic and profitable 
plans of marketing, but does not be­ 
lieve In promoting one to the neglect 
of the other. We consider the work 
of farm demonstrators valuable and 
we ask that governmental and com­ 
mercial agencies seeking to help us, 
continue to give us their assistance 
and advice, but we believe that their 
Influence should be extended to the 
marketing side of our farm problems 
also. 
We cannot Hope to develop manu­ 
facturing by over-production of the 
factory; w*e cannot build up mercan­ 
tile enterprises by the merchants load­ 
ing their shelves w*th surplus goodk 
and no more can we develop agricul­ 
ture by glutting the market with a 
surplus of products.

On Two-Cent Passenger Rates 
The farmers of 
this 
nation 
are 
vitally interested 
in railroad rates 
and 
equity 
be­ 
tween 
passenger 
and freight rates 
is especially Im­ 
portant 
to 
the 
man who follows 
the plow for the 
farmer 
travels 
very little but he 
Is a heavy con­ 
tributor 
to 
the 
freight revenues. 
S o m e of 
t h e 
states have a two cent passenger rate 
and whatever loss Is incurred is recov­ 
ered through freight revenue. The jus­ 
tice of such a procedure was recently 
passed upon by the Supreme Court 
of West Virginia and the decision is 
so far-reaching that we have asked 
L. E. Johnson, president of the Nor­ 
folk and Western Railway whose road 
contested the case to briefly review 
the su it Mr. Johnson said in part: 
"Some ten years ago. passenger 
fares were fixed by the legislatures 
of a large number of state# at two 
cents a mile. 
As a basis for such 
economic legislation, no examination 
was made of the cost of doing the 
business so regulated, nor was any 
attention given to the fact whether 
such a rate would yield to the rail­ 
way companies an adequate or any 
net return upon the capital invested 
'n conducting this class of business. 
"Such a law was passed in West 
Virginia in 1907 
The Norfolk and 
Western Railway Company put the 
rate into effect and maintained it for 
two years. 
Its accounting during 
these two years showed that two 
cents a mile per passenger barely 
paid the out-of-pocket cost and noth­ 
ing was left to pay any return on 
capital Invested It sought relief from 
the courts. 
Expert accountants for 


both the State and the Railway Com­ 
pany testified that the claims of th# 
railroad were sustained by the facts. 
Two o nis did not pay the cost of 
carryII,.' a fiassenr' r a mile. 
The 
State, howev«>r, contei ,I» d that tho 
railroad was earning enough surplus 
on its state freight business to give a 
fair return upon the capital used In 
its passenger as well as its freiglit, 
biislniss. 
For the purposes of tho 
case, the railroad did not deny this, 
but held to its contention that the 
State could not segregate its pas­ 
senger business for rate fixing with­ 
out allowing a rate that would bo 
sufficient to pay the cost of doing 
business and enough to give some 
return upon the capital Invested in 
doing tho builnesa regulated. 
This 
was thq Issue presented to the Su­ 
preme Court. 
lie decision responds 
to the Judgment of the fair-minded 
aentiment of the country. 
The Su­ 
preme Court saye that, even though 
a railroad earns a surplus on s par­ 
ticular commodity by charging rea­ 
sonable rates, that affords no reason 
for compelling It to haul another's 
person or property for less than cosL 
The surplus from a reasonable rate 
properly belongs to the railway com­ 
pany. 
If the surplus is earned from 
an unreasonable rate then that rate 
should be reduced. 
The State may 
not even up by requiring the railroad 
to carry other traffic for nothing or 
for less than cost. 
The decision is a wholesom« one 
and demonstrates that the ordinary 
rules of fair dealing apply to railway 
companies. The fact that one makes 
a surplus on his wheat crop would 
never be urged as a reason for com­ 
pelling him to sell hia cotton at less 
than cost 
It would not satisfy the 
man who wanted bread to bo told 
that Its high price enabled the cotton 
manufacturer to get his raw product 
for less than cost. 
In this case tho 
court reaffirmed the homely maxim 
that each tub must stand upon its 
own bottom.”

On Financing Railroads 


The farmers of 
this nation need 
to become better 
acquainted 
with 
the railroad men 
and

lems. 
It is only 
V 
J Q E S M F 
jinow 
that can give us 
information

farmers 
of 
America 
should 
listen attentively 
to what the men 
who manage rail­ 
road 
property 
have to say. 
Mr. Kruttschnitt, exec­ 
utive head of the Southern l^ciftc, 
has written an article dealing with 
the financing of railroads. 
He said 
In part: 
"The financing of a railroad Is a 
function which the people, through 
their servants, the Railroad Commis­ 
sioners and the Legislators, have 
never attempted, but it is a moet im­ 
portant problem, especially to sec­ 
tions of a State where new railroads 
are needed.

“Managing a railroad is quite differ­ 
ent from managing a government 
where the money is raised by taxa­ 
tion. 
’l^^hen the expenditures, for 
good reasons or otherwise, increase, 
taxes can be equally increased. The 
railroads, while servants of tho pub­ 
lic, cannot raise money with such 
ease and facility. The railroads must 
keep their expenditures within their 
incomes 
because while they have 
some control over their expenditure-.# 
they have almost no control over 
incomes, their rates being fix^d by 
public authorities. 
‘‘There is not a railway manager iq. 
the country today who is not fearful 
that under the press of Increasing de­ 
mands the transportation systems of 
the country will. In a few years, break, 
down, unless the railroads are allowed 
te> earn larger funds wherewith t<r 
build it up. 
There are vast sectlona 
of the country, especially in the Westj 
where more railroads are needed andl 
they cannot be built unless the rail« 
ways raise new capital.
